It 
is his great relaxation, when he gets 
home after a weary session, to lie^t his 
pipe, mix a glass of punch, and then 
have a protracted talk with Sir Edward 
Coke, This is really an improying'way 
of spending the time, and may be 
recommended to all who desird to be­ 
come experienced in the law. 
These little peucliarities of the Court 
have thus far had no influeuce upon the 
outside world, except to amuse the 
awyers who found their way into his 
presence, whom he would inform how; 
on the previous evening, he had bad a 
long argument with Story on some 
obscure point and had compelled him 
to own that he was mistaken. 
Yester­ 
day,* however, the matter assumed a 
serious form, and one lawyer at least is 
in a quandary as to what he shall do. 
During the forenoon session a case caine 
up for trial. The attorney for the de­ 
fense quoted w decision which will be 
found in one of the early Illinois re­ 
ports.

**I have just received a message from 
Judge Lockwood who wu one of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court at the 
time this decision was rendered. He 
authorizes me to say that the majority 
of the members of the Court then, who 
are now in the sprit-land, after mature 
consideration, decided to reverse their 
former judgment. Please inform the 
profession of that fact, that they may 
govern themselves accordingly.” 
Then the Judge continued: *'Undet 
the circumstances, Mr.—— , you will 
see that I can pay no attention . what­ 
ever to the decision you have quoted, 
and judgment must be rendered against 
you.” The lawyer remonstrated, and 
the Judge finally agreed tp postpone the 
case for one week, in Order to give 
Judge Loockwood and hia-colleagues an 
opportunity to examine the matter 
again, and see if they are determined to 
reverse their former opibion. 
The lawyers are meditating what the 
result will be if the doctrine of Spirit- 
ualisni makes much further progress,— 
whether it will not be necessaiy for 
them to bum all their reports, if Judges 
n the spirit-land are to be allowed to 
carry on the Imsiness of making decis­ 
ions, and of reversing those which they 
have made while iú this world.—Chieagg 
Tribune.

The sad erent chronicled last week,— 
the drowning in the Missouri Hirer of 
Deputy p.'H* Marshal Clinton J. Miller, 
and áberifT Charles H. McCarthy, while 
attending to oiBciaKduties, is still the 
absorbing topic of'the entire communi­ 
ty. Erery effort has been made that 
human ingefbuity could d^ise, to re*: 
cover the bodies, but: thus far unavail­ 
ing, and there can be but little hope of 
success while the river is covered tyitb 
ice. The deceased were both men of 
good standing in the community, enjoy­ 
ing as citizens, a degree of confidence, 
which placed them in the front rank of 
positions, where business capacity and 
integrity were required. The loss of 
such men would be severely felt, even 
where society is more fixed, than in a 
new frontier town, and doubly so where 
to the'official attaches additional res­ 
ponsibilities when lawlessness oftimes 
seeks a shelter under the supposed se­ 
curity of less vigilance than in older 
communities. 
Mr. Miller, who held the office of 
Deputy U. S. Marshal, under appoint 
ment from Marshal Burdick, was a man 
forty years of age.

He was appointed Sheriff by 
the County Commissioners of Burleigh 
County, last year, which office he held 
when selected for the Deputy Marshal- 
sbip. He'was in evefy respect an ex 
emplary naan, sober and discreet, quiet 
and unobtrusive in the discharge of his 
duties; a constant attendant at church 
and a worthy and active member of the 
Masonic fraternity. He leaves no fami 
ly, and w;as never married. 
Sheriff McCarthy was elected to the 
position that be held at the time of his 
death, at the recent election. .He was 
in the thirty-eighth year of his age, 
and has been for' several years a resi 
dent of the territory. He was, we be 
Heve, the first CleVk of Judge Kidder’s 
Court in the First, Judicial District 
prior to whi.cb;/he^for some timé kept 
the MClifton Ho u s e , i n Sioux City, 
Iowa, and'waar quite successful in busii 
ness. He was twice elected to the Ter­ 
ritorial Hegisliature.

A shooting scrape occurred recently 
at Fort Peck, in which the agency in­ 
terpreter, a half-breed, named Beiioist, 
was severely, if not fatally, wounded,— 
cause, a woman. It seems that Beuoist 
had takeu a female L6,who was claimed 
by an Indian as his “better half,” and 
on demanding her from Beuoist a row 
took place in which the Indian got 
worsted, and the next day or so he shot 
Beuoist in revenge. 
Recently a man named Myers.was otit 
“wolfing” about thirty miles from Car­ 
roll, M. T., was killed by Indiaps, who 
horribly mutilated him, cutting out his 
heart, &c. Lone Dog, a petty chief; of 
the Tetons, is credited with this out­ 
rage, also, with the killing and burning 
of the two or throe men at Muacleshell, 
a short time ago. From ail the infor­ 
mation I can gather, the country lying 
between Fort Peck and Fort Benton is 
going to be pretty hot this winter. 
Game is very plentiful—more so than it 
has been for years, and the Indian 
Commissary Department will, have no 
difficulty in obtaining supplies,—lack 
of ammunition m^ be a slight draw­ 
back, but then, wi|en they capture a few 
trains, their wants in this respect will 
probably be filled. ' I don’t know why 
the Government does not establish 
military post, either at Fort Peck, Car­ 
roll,or at some poibt on the Milk River. 
Heaven knows it ú badly' needed!’ The 
country is alive with hostile Indians, 
and the five or six thousand Sioux whd 
are usually congregated around Ft. Peck 
are not QuaJcers by any means,—I knoW 
this from personalj experience in 
shape of a half ounce bullet.
